Considering the problems encountered at Arnhem, where

The first order of business -- after cleaning the chassis -- is to treat all of 


the contacts and all of the pots with de-oxit, which is the best all-around 
contact cleaner around. Work the switches back and forth after 

spraying in the de-oxit, and then use a spray of air to force out the extra 
solvent. You might consider also applying a dab of lithium grease to the 

detent balls on selector switches. This treatment will probably eliminate 

your problem with erratic switch contacts.

Thanks for the replies on the 51S1 question. After one round of 
q tips and Deoxit the turrent contacts are cleaned. It works. I am 
however going to do it again just for giggles. All bands come in 
now with no hesitation. 
The bar that tracks with the main tuning to drive the permeability 
tuning was sluggish and caused rx sensitivity to be low on the high 
end of the dial. I went chasing the tubes first and found a couple 
bad 6BA6s and 6EA8s. Those were replaced. I did a bit of checking 
of the alignment by the book and found nothing to worry about. Took 
a little while to discover the sluggish travel on the coil drive bar what 


ever it is called. Anyway it is working better now and I will continue 
to excercise it. Looks like the lube job on the runners will do the trick.

In response to all the queries concerning the coverage of 160 
meters or so with the ART-13, If your unit has the "CDT" (think 
thats the right name for it) oscillator deck in the front panel and 
you have the proper crystals plugged in, you can operate 160 
meters. The only CDT panel I have seen was in an T-416B/ART-13 
unit. Slang language for it was the "B" model. Somewhere in the 
garage I have documentation on the unit. Coverage was then 1.5 to 


2.0 mc and 2.0 mc to 18 mc. 


There were 2 different LF osc panels for the front of the 
transmitter but I believe both of them only provided for 200 to 600 
ke operation. In addition to the CDT panel, it was necessary to 
add a 4 prong connector and some wiring to make it work. Haven't 
seen one for some time so my rememberance cells are a little 
sluggish.

Ben (and everybody else), you want to watch out for what toob testers 
say. The ultimate toob tester is a circuit the toob is supposed to 
work in. They are like any other piece of test equipment. They'll 
give you meaningless numbers unless you know how to interpret them. 


So far as gas goes, a gassy tube will have the silver getter all 
turned white. Power tubes and rectifiers often will outgas in 
service, and the edges of the getter will turn, but the toob will 
still function OK. Of course, if there is purple glow between the 
elements (not on the glass) when the toob is in service, the party is 
over. Take some time to correlate what the tester shows on various 
toob types vs. how well those toobs function in the circuit. 


Of course, you have to make sure the tester is functioning properly. 
Do a gas check on an empty socket and see what you get. If an empty 
socket shows "gassy," then you've got some toob tester fixing to do. 


I think about a year ago Stan Griffiths and I both mentioned that none 
of the places we had worked had a tube tester.

The badness of gas in a tube depends on the application. 


What the gas test on the TV-7*/U really tests is grid emission -- 
negative grid current. 


The GAS1 button sets up the tube with a rather large series resistor 
between the BIAS pot and the control grid. Pushing GAS2 increases 
this resistance. If there is grid emission, the voltage at the 
control grid will go up due to the current through this resistor. 

(I believe the criterion is that the needle shouldn't move up more 
than one tick.) 


Now, just because the grid is emitting doesn't necessarily make a tube 
bad. As Hank noted, it depends on the application. 


If this tube is in an IF amp, where the grid is connected on one end 
of the secondary on an IF transformer, and the other end goes to 
ground, it will work FINE. The DC grid circuit resistance is very 
low, the negative grid current won't work up a voltage. 


On the other hand, if it's in an RC-coupled amp, and the resistor from 
grid to ground of 0.5 megohm, you may be in big trouble. 


However, the presence of gas in the tube may be a warning of trouble 
to come. The gas (liberated from the plate metal, usually) will start 
poisoning the cathode coating. The emission is going to fall off at 
some time.

Keep in mind that in most RF and IF amps, the cold end of the secondary 
(grid) winding is not returned directly to ground, but goes to the 
AGC line, which is a megohm or so away from ground. 


Grid emission here will pull your AGC voltage down and maybe even positive, 
leading to strange problems in rx performance. You'll think you have 
a leaky AGC cap or something. 


I once had a little test set for TV servicemen to check RF/IF tubes 
for grid emission, for this very reason. 


BTW, tnx to the previous post by John, I now understand why the Viking II 
manual warns you to look for negative grid drive current on the 6146 finals 

as a sign of a tube that's been damaged by overdriving. 

Apparently sucking too much grid current heats up the grid wires and activates 
them to become emitters of electrons. Such a tube will “run away" in a hurry. 


THis is also an argument in favor of separate bias supplies for audio 
amps such as modulators and guitar amps. The supply can have low 
impedance and resist any attempt by the grids to pull it less negative.

Greetings, 


I'm glad to report that the IF bleedthrough problem has been fixed, albeit 
not elegantly. The preselector tuned circuits consist of T3 on the input 
side of the RF amplifier and L10 on the output side. Now, there didn't 
appear to be anything wrong with the input side but on the output side, 
bypassing the bottom of L10 to ground helped tremendously (20-40 dB worth!). 
Since the bottom side of L10 must be maintained slightly above ground 
potential in order to allow neutralization signals to be tapped off it, I 
went looking for other problems in the general area but found none! (And 
yes, C121 at 220 pf was good.) 


After considerable searching and headscratching, I just couldn't find 
anything specific wrong. So, I decided to experiment. I put a 1000 pf cap 
in parallel with the 220 p£ (C121) which yielded "very good" spurious 
rejection and set about attempting to neutralize the final and drivers. 
Neutralization was relatively easy to accomplish by simply tacking ina 
couple of additional caps for the "driver" and "feedback" paths to maintain 
the same capacitance ratios. 


And now the KWM-2A works just fine. The transmitter's got plenty of output, 
it's stable and the receiver is relatively free of spurious responses, or at 
least as clean as most of the other stuff around here. And judging from 
what listmembers have said, that's about as good as KWM-2's get! So..., I'm 
planning on leaving it the way it is. 


For you Collins purists, I'll say that the changes I implemented are easily 
reversible, consisting of nothing more than added capacitors tacked in 
place. I suppose if I had another KWM-2 to compare against I might be able 
to come to a more definite conclusion. (I don't expect anyone to loan me a 
KWM-2 to troubleshoot around in, though. I wouldn't.) And if I ever get 
rid of this KWM-2A, perhaps the new owner will send it off to somebody who's 
done thousands of these things and knows exactly what the real problem is. 


Or, then again, maybe someone on the list has seen this before... 


BTW, with the spurious demons banished, this KWM-2A is indeed a nice 
performing little radio, and a spiffy looking one, too.

I have two photos from different books, each showing AC byspass caps 
in different locations. My rig has neither. I've traced out the 
transformer primary connections and found no caps, yet I still have 
44 V to frame on one line and 36 V (AC) to frame on the other line.

What kind of meter are you measuring with - how many ohms/volt if a VOM 
or are you using a high impedance VYVM or DVM? Normally when there are 
bypass caps from each side of the line to ground, you will measure 

1/2 of the line voltage between the chassis and ground. Since you are 
reading less, it looks like the source of the leakage is a high 
impedance and the meter is loading it down somewhat, which indicates to 
me it may just be capacitance leakage between the transformer primary 
and the core. If you are using a high impedance meter to measure this, 


it may, in fact, not be a problem. 


> Also, when I ground the frame to ground the stray voltage, the signal 

> acquired by a 8" piece of wire stuffed into the SO-239 drops about 10-20 
> dB. 

> Was the SO-239 installed incorrectly? 


I believe your two problems are not related. The signal dropping suggests 
to me that the antenna connector is indeed not wired correctly. Like maybe 
they didn't ground the other side of the antenna input circuit. Measure 
the DC resistance from the center conductor of the coax connector to 
ground. It should show almost a dead short. If it's open, then they didn't 
ground the other side of the original input. 


If anything, the signal level should increase when the set is grounded.

Range is up to 50 Mhz, with 10-30 mv. sensitivity. It uses presettable 
decade counters which are wired to DIP switches for the freq. offset 
of the L.O. Since you are responsible for supplying the correct 


Mhz digits, this display will work with any conversion scheme. I 
don't know if Torrestronics is still around, but the circuit is 
pretty simple, certainly cloneable if you're into that wirewrap 
stuff...

And it has a copper jacket on the narrow part? If so, this is a 
water cooled power amplifier tube of the '30s. Used extensively in 
Western Electric and RCA AM broadcast transmitters of the period. 
Maybe also GE transmitters. (Western Electric did much in advanced 
power tubes at that time). 


I don't have any data on these beasts but I'd bet that it had 
a plate dissapation of at least several KW. These were also used 
in early RF induction heaters. (I've heard).

I believe that the LF oscillator for the ART-13 covered the range below 
the broadcast band. It did not cover the 160 meter band. That band was 
not even used much during the war except for radio range stations. 


Before the war, most airport towers were below the broadcast band but, by 
the end of the war, they were well on their way to VHF where they are now 


except for military which is UHF. 


So, finding the LF oscillator won't help you get on 160 meters.
